A  Bit  of  Heraldry  -  Arms 


When  sorely  pressed,  the  king  of  England  was  escaping 
from  his  pursuers  many  years  ago.  He  came  to  a  field  of  purple 
fclover  with  an  oak  tree  in  the  center.  The  countryman,  one 
Whitson,  to  whom  the  field  belonged  chanced  to  be  mowing  that 
day.  He  helped  the  king  up  into  the  tree  and  said  bravely  to 
the  pursuers  when  they  arrived,  "No  man  has  passed  this  way.” 
This  was  true;  the  king  had  not  passed. 

The  king,  grateful  for  his  life,  gave  much  land  to  this 
countryman  and  gave  him  the  right  to  bear  a  coat  of  arms  of 
an  oak  surrounded  with  purple  clover.  It  became  the  Coat  of 
Arms  of  the  Whitson  family  in  England. 

The  crest  is  that  now  born  by  the  Parkhill,  Scotland, 
Whitson  family  and  is  described  as  follows; 

"A  dexter  arm  in  armour  embowed.  Hand  grasping  a  broken

This  brief  history  of  the  early  Whitsons 
contains  only  a  few  of  the  many  descendents  of  the 
first  Whitson  in  America —  Henry  Whitson.  It  is 
hoped  that  further  work  will  result  in  the  compil¬ 
ation  of  a  more  complete  and  larger  Whitson  Geneal¬ 
ogy  for  later  publication.

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HISTORICAL 


The  first  Whitson  mentioned  in  English  History  is  one 
John  Whitson  (1557-1629)  who  was  horn  at  Clearwell  Parish  of 
Newland,  Gloucestershire.  At  the  age  of  eighteen,  he  went  to 
Bristol  where  he  married  a  widow  Tenchard.  He  fitted  out  ships 
one  of  which,  the  Maryflowre,  was  used  in  the  Spanish  War.  He 
took  an  active  part  in  the  settlement  of  North  America.  Whit¬ 
son’s  Head  and  Whitson’s  Bay  were  named  for  him;  these  are  now 
Cape  Cod  and  Cape  Cod  Bay.  John  Y/hitson  was  twice  mayor  of 
Bristol  and  representative  to  Parliment  four  times. 

It  is  generally  accepted  that  the  Whitsons  are  of  Eng¬ 
lish  or  Scotch  descent  and  that  they  fled  to  America  with 
oth^r  Q.u^kers  who  were  not  allowed  to  worship  as  they  pleased 
in  England.  The  early  Whitsons  in  America  were  of  the  Quaker 
faith. 


Traditions  states  that  the  early  Whitson  was  a  sea 


captain. 
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HENRY  AND  THOMAS  WHITSON 


The  first  Whitson  known  in  America  was  Henry  Whitson  1. 
who  came  to  America  from  England  with  the  Winthrop-Saltonstall 
party  to  Weathersf ield  and  Stamford,  Conn.,  then  on  to  Hemp¬ 
stead,  Long  Island.  He  was  named  in  the  first  division  of  land 
of  which  there  is  any  record  in  1647.  He  removed  to  Huntington 
in  1653  where  he  died  in  1669  leaving  one  child,  Thomas  Whitson  2. 
a  minor.  Henry  Whitson's  wife  was  Rebecca  Poster,  daughter  of 
Christopher  Pfoster  of  Southampton. 

Another  record  gives  a  Thomas  Whitson  coming  from  London 
to  Suffolk  Count}'  in  the  Elizabeth  ship  in  1635.  He  was  described 
ss  a  weaver  aged  36.  Nothing  further  is  known  of  him  except  his 
home  was  Town  Spot, 

Thomas  V/hitson  2.  (July  20,  1652-Aug.  20,  1742)  was  a 
minor  when  his  father  died  so  a  guardian  was  appointed.  The 
record  oiS  Thomas  Powell  being  appointed  as  guardian  over 
young  Thomas  Whitson  may  be  found  in  the  Huptington  town  records 
as  follows:

Being  under  adge  hee  with  the  consent  of  his  grandfather  ffoster 
and  the  Rest  of  his  ffriends  have  thought  good  to  make  choyce  of 
Thomas  Powell  of  huntington  to  bee  the  Trustee  and  Garddian  of 
him  the  said  Thomas  whitson:  for  the  care  and  p-servation  of  the 
estate  of  him  the  said  thomas  whitson  Doth  promise  not  to  Bargain 
sell  or  Impart  with  any  of  his  estate  without  the  leave  and 
consentol  of  his  gardian  but  in  all  things  expedient  bee  seaverell 
too  his  advise  and  Counsell  as  witness  my  hand  the  Daie  and  yeare 
above  writon.

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SECOND  AND  THIRD  GENERATIONS 


Thomas  Whitson  bought  one-third  of  the  Bethpage  purchase 
in  1700.  This  land  had  been  purchased  in  1688  from  the  Marsa- 
paque  Indians  by  Thomas  Powell  who  called  it  Bethpage.  It 
extended  five  miles  from  north  to  south  and  three  and  one-half 
miles  from  east  to  west. and  is  located  in  Queens  County,  Long 
Island . 


Thomas  Whitson  married  Martha  Jones  about  1687,  she 
being  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Jones  and  his  second  wife,  Catharine 
widow  of  Henry  Scudder  and  daughter  of  Jeffrey  Estes  of  Salem, 
Mass.  Thomas  Jones  came  from  Elzing,  Norfolk,  and  died  in 
Huntington  in  1669,

Thomas  Whitson  3.  lived  in  Huntington,  Long  Island  until 
about  1747  when  he  and  his  non  Thomas  removed  to  Hunderdon  Co., 
New  Jersey  where  he  died.  His  will  was  written  Nov.  13,  1758 
and  proved  Mar.  5,  1761.  An  abstract  is  as  follows:

Elizabeth  Whitson 
requests  that  she  be  granted  a  cettificate  to  join  Friends 
which  wo  8  granted  Sept.  19,  1787. 

Thomas  Whitson  sold  his  share  in  the  Bethpage  estate  to 
his  son  John  in  1739.

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Benjamin  Whitson’s  Family 


Beniamin  Whitson  54.  moved  to  Pennsylvania  where  he 
served  in  the  militia  during  the  Revolutionary  \7ar  from  1778 
to  1783.  He  later  lived  in  Harford  County,  Maryland  where 
is  listed  in  the  1790  census  as  being  a  landowner.  On  Sept. 

21,  1791,  his  wife,  Mary  Whitson,  requested  a  eertificate  for 
herself  and  four  children,  Joseph,  Moses,  Thomas,  and  Elizabeth 
from  Sadsbury  Monthly  Meeting  to  Gunpowder  Monthly  Meeting, 
Maryland.  According  to  Milton  Thomas  Whitson,  the  children  of 
Benjamin  and  Mary  Whitson  were  raised  in  Maryland  near  Balti¬ 
more.

Moses  Whitson  162.  went  back  to  Pennsylvania  prior  to 
1815  as  on  Oct.  8,  1815,  Gunpowder  Monthly  Meeting  received 
a  letter  from  the  director  of  Deer  Creek  Monthly  Meeting 
requesting  that  Moses  Whitson  be  treated  on  their  behalf  for  so 
deviating  as  to  be  actually  engaged  in  military  service. 

Moses  Whitson  162.  married  Mary  Ann  Miller  of  Chester 
Co.,  Pa.  dau.  of  James  and  Sarah  (Cope)  Miller.  They  lived  in 
Penningtonville ,  later  moving  to  the  southeast  part  of  Lancaster 
County  where  the  v/ife  died  leaving  four  small  children.  Here 
Moses  Whitson  married  Mrs.  Francis  (Stoner)  Raikes,  a  widow 
with  several  small  children.
